Now to turn back once moro in 
our history, wo find that by.1907 our 
membership had risen from 20 to 100, 
and in that & permanent pavilion 
was built at a cost of p00". io 
membership continued to increase and 
provision was made for Jnwn ‘tennis 
and bowls. With the extended acti- 
ities of the Club and with increased 
membership {t was recognised in 1923 
that more suitallo premises wore 
necessary. With this object in view 
our wise and prudent. prodeccssors 
formed a Building Fund to which a 
proportion of the yearly profit was 
allocated. The accumulated amount 
of that fund at tho close of tho 1980- 
1931 year was $10,000. The ambition 
of tho Club was at longth achievod 
this year and was mado possible by a 
fant from Government of a contri- 
‘bution of one ‘half of tho total cost 
of the New Pavillion, such grant not 
to exceed. $10,000. 

Operations on this building were 
begun on April 1, 1981, by the con- 
tractors, Messrs. Chung Lee & Co. 
whose tendor of $20,000 was acc 
by us; and I congratulate them on the 
work produced. I also congratulate 
the architects—Messrs, Hazeland and 
Gonella—on the design of the Club 
‘and considering the areca at their 
disposal and that they had to straddle 
the ‘nullah, they have undoubtedly 
done the job wali! ir 

You will see later when inspecting 
the interior of the vilion that 
essertial articles of furniture and 
certain olectric fittings and wiring 
have boen installed. ‘¢: have had to 
cut our cont according fo our cloth, 
but gradually ‘as money ~ OMCs 
we hopo to add still further 
to our comfort.

It was in July that Schmeling 
beat Stribling nt the Cleveland 
Stadium on a technical knock-out 
in the fifteenth round, thus rétain- 
ing the world's heavyweight 
championship. .

Weight in recent yeara. Stribling, 
in fact, was 80 badly - puntahed 
that he could scarcely stand on

for a count of nine, but with great 
cournge he staggered up. All hie 
could do, however, was to hang 
over the ropes, helpless. 

The young German has vastly 
improved since he won the title 
from Jack Sharkey o year ago. 
Although he wus often slow to 
seize advantages, he fought a 
well-planned fight against one of 
the clevercst of American heavy- 
weights, showing that -he was 
nble to take plenty of hard blows 
and emerge amiling and not 
seriously damaged after 15 
rounds.

From the tenth round 
onwards it was little better than 
nh massacre in which the Ameri- 
can’a gameness was unavailing.

A 
‘man’s success to-day is too often 
judged by the amount of wealth 
which he porsersea, and this, in 
turn, is gauged according to a eon- 
ventional formuln.

Most people at the end of the 
Year take stock of themselves and 
their fellow-men. Christmas is a 
reminiscent period and we have 
leisure to think about the year 
nubout to die and the year nearl 
born, We are—or should, be—at 
peace with our ‘neighbours and 
with a tranquil mind, we weigh 
our defects and qualities in’ the 
balance, and there springs forth 
a New Year resolution, perhaps 
severnl. Whith raises the ques- 
tion repeatedly asked, Are New 
Your resolutions worth while? 
The answer is, we think, to be 
found in the fact that, if we think 
it necessary to make a resolution 
at all, we have been criticising 
ourselves fairly, Only by ‘self- 
examination at intervals do we 
discover our failings, and New 
Year’ ts’ usually selected for the 
process simply because it happens 
to be the first day in 2 year which 
we hope to make a better one than 
the last. The cynical individual 
who laughs at Now Year, “re- 
solutionuries™” might be employed 
better in taking stock of himself. 
Cynicism about ‘2 constructive iden 
suggests there is room for im- 
provement in his own- make-up. 
It is well accepted, of course, 
that New Year resolutions arc 
very seldom kept. But this does 
not matter a whit. The fact re- 
mains that there has been a desire 
to improve or «amend our 
characters and the very desire will 
arise again and ugain—no matter 
how frequently we fail—until 
finally, out of sheer desperation 
almost, it becomes a habit: If 
only one resolution in a thousand 
comes off, the process, which hurts 
nobody and costa nothing, is 
worth while. And we cannot 
afford to dispense with anything 
which has the remotest claim to 
being worth while after u year 
such as 1931 and with 1932, which

wherever they were stationed. 
Since the beginning of Novein- 
ber, a sudden Increase in the ac- 
tivities of the bandits has been 
noted in the vincinity of the South 
Manchuria Railway Zone, and 
especially to the weat,of the main 
line—and it has been eatablished 
to demonstration by the examina- 
tion of arrested individuals, — hy 
documents which have been seized, 
and from other sources of infor- 
imation, that, their 
are being -carrict on through the 
systematic intrigues of the 
Chinchow military authoritics. 


Reports have, indeed heen made 
hy certain of the foreign military 
obscrvers, suggesting that they 
found no evidence of any prepara: 
tlona being made by the Chinese 
for atinch, But asa matter of fact 
the military nuthoritier at) Chin- 
chow are maintaining large forces 
at various points went of Takushan 
on the Pcking Mukden Railway and 
in adjncent territory. 


Reconnnissances conducted by 
the Japanese army have not only 
definitely confirmed the assurance 
that: these forces are engaged in 
making preparations for war, but 
have also revealed the fact that 
their outposta are stationed along 
a dine connecting Tenchuantal, 
Taian, Peichipao and other points 
on the right bank of the River Liao, 
well advanced from Chinchow, 


Constant Menace. 


It will readily be admitted that 
such filuntion tu itaelf constitutes 
n constant menace to the Jjpanese 
contingents dispersed along the 
South Manchuria Railway and 
elsewhere, but the danger is even 
yreater than it seems at first sight 
if the further fact ix taken inte 
corsideration that the Pekiry Muk- 
ken Railway places the citles of 
Mukden, Yinkao and Hope within 
the short journey of three or four 
houra from Takuahan and Kuo- 
pantsu (which are the bases of 
the Chinese forces), 

Bandit forces (which include a 
large number of officers and men 
discharged from the Chinere 
army) are daily gaining strength. 


For instance, the number of han 
dits on the western Mank of the 
main line of the South Manchuria 
Railway was cutimated early in 
November nt 1,400 whereas inven- 
tigations conducted in carly Decem- 
ber revealed the fnet that they_then 
numbered over 30,000! 


Moreover, they are banded to- 
gether fa dare groups, compris: 
ing several hundreds or even thot. 
sands, cach = equipped with 
machine-guna and trench mortars; 
so-that they can no longer he dis. 
tinguished from regular troops. 


Directed From Chinchow 


This pointa unmistakably to the 
oxiatence of a state of things in 
which the so-called bandits are 
directed and provided with arms 
by the Chinchow military authori-

According to atatisties compiled 
in the Japanese Consulate-General, 
Mukden, cuses of bandits rafds in

EXCELLENT SPORT. 


Macao, Dec. 26. 
Another phase in the develop- 
ment of Macao has to be reported 
with the formal {nauguration of 
rroyhound-racing this.

Lights in rows 
of ‘three were suspended from atand- 
ards, the shading arrnnged #0 as to 
throw the light on the track only, 
The illumination of the stands and 
other parts of the public enclosures 
was no less brilliant. :

opening. ceremony was por- 
formed by His  Execllency Dr, J, 
Magalhacs, = Officer Administering 
the Government, who was met at the 
entrance by the Stewards of the 
Club, Mr. F. J. Gelllon, as Chatrman 
of the Stewards, invited Dr. 
Mogalhaca to open the gate, and His 
Excellency gracefully. performed the 
ceromony, .

Accompanied by the Stewards, Dr. 
Magalhnes proceeded to the dining 
hall, under the “stands, and the pretty 
custom of toasting the prosperity of 
the Company waa gone through. 


Mr, Fung Chouk-hin, on behalf of 
the Directors, thanked Dr. Magalhacs 
for opening tho gate of the premises 
and expressed, on behalf of hia col-

Presence on their opening day, 18 well 
as for the personal assistance 
rendered by Dr. Magalhacs and tho 
Government. Mr, Fung mentioned 
that the Company's track was tho 
first to be opened in South China, and 
anid he hoped that the public would 
apprectato their efforts to offor only 
the best that it wan possible to sccurc.

8 Chairman of the Stewards, Mr. 

F. J. Gellion, said that he wished to 
thank His Excellency Dr Magalhaes 
for having accepted tho invitation of 
the Company to act as Patron of the 
Club, wnd for’ presiding at the in- 
augural ceremony. He also thanked 
all thoue officials who had honoured 
the Club by their presence on that 
occasion. He said that they yory 
probably knew that tho concession for 
greyhound racing was originally 
granted mainly through the in- 
atrumentality of Mr, Jack Braga, and 
was token up by Mr. W. L. Gerrard 
of Shanghai, but that a group of en- 
thusinsts thought that the enter- 
Ptise Should be conducted by Macno

He mentioned that the company 
had tried to think of every comfort 
for the members and the public, and 
had sunk a considcrabla sum in the 
enterprise.

It must have boon 
B great satisfaction to him to find 
his many months of efforts crowned 
with such success, It was through 
his. personal association “with many 
friends nt Shanghai that many owners 
in the Northern Port agreed to sond 
their doxn to Macao. Tho equipment 
and the dogs wore all brought from 
Shanghai by Mr, Jovino, ang he gave 
is personal attention to every detail 
of sctting up thé track, with "ies coms 
plicated installations.‘ In‘. the. last 
matter he was fortunate to secure 
tho close co-operation of tho staff. of 
the Mecno Diectric Lightin Gompa - 
through tho connexion of Mr. y 
Gollion, manager of tho clectric com- 
pany, and ably asaiated and supervised 
y Mr, Bernardino Senna Fernandes, 
anb-manager of the Electric Company. 
It would bo no exaggeration to any 
that the success of the meating was 
in great part duo to the efictont work 
dono by the staff of the Macao Elec- 
trie Lighting Company. . , 

Nor must the work of the racing 
staff be overlooked, and {t redounds 
greatly to the credit of Mr. Jovino, 
ably supported by Mr. McGrath: as 
Training Manager, and aasisted by 
Messrs, G, Ogborne, C, Barnes, and 
J. Piggin, with tho-help of Chinese 
training boys thnt the racing wos no 
good, There was nono of tho “fight- 
ing” so much dreaded, by thore who 
take an Interest {n greyhound racing, 
and.even the hurdle races provided 
splendid racing... On the whole, the 
public were trented to excellent enter- 
tainment, and those who saw the 
racing all scem to agree that grey- 
hound racing possesses a fascination 
all fte own, : 

There scems*to be some strange 
enchantment about the new form of 
rocing, which haa taken tho world by 
storm, and racing fans are offered an 
opportunity to sce this racing at 
Macno at a very moderate cost. For 
those liking a “futter,” there arc the 
parl and sweeps departments, under 
the atands, and but for the fact that 
the staff here, not used to the 
exceptionnl rush required in this 
fornt of racing, seemed to bo somewhat 
alow and needing moro experience, 
punters on the whole seemed to be 
sntistied. 

Clono behind the stands, but 
entirely closed- with wire netting, 
extend, the kennels and their 
enclosures. The Company claim that 
these premises ore the finest kennels 
in the East, and {t is certain that no 
expense has been’ spared to secure 
only the best accommodation for the 
animals, while the tralned staff, under 
able management, treat tha dogs 
almost as if they wero human beings. 
Nor ore the animals alow to respond 
to intelligent training, and the wa 
iin which they race round the track, 
chasing the mechanical hare, is an 
object Iesson in man's ability to 
govern the lower animals.

At the moment 
of signalling, Chung recognised 
witness, and promptly ran away, 
being chased by the detectives 
who caught him.

According to Detective Inspee- 
tor Ruzeskwy, the defondants, 
who wero accompanied by a third 
man, climbed over the back wall, 
the ‘first man by standing on the 
shoulder of tho second. 
on the pump house was forced 
open and the motor disconnected, 
It wan whilst carrying the motor 
along Hennessy Rond that the 
first defondant won met by a 
Chincse detective. and arrested. 
On information given by him, the 
second ‘man was subsequently 
taken into custody, 

The police officer mentioned 
that there wore about 4,000 such 
motors on the reclamation, and 
recently there had been an 
epidemic of thefts. from -pump 
houses. The polica had enden- 
voured to discover to whom they 
were sold, but had been une 
successful, All the owners of the 
reclamation had been warned by 
the police to construct more sub- 
doors toa thelr pump 
houses in order to prevent such 
thefts, 

Defendants were remanded for 
two days in the hope of arresting 
the third man, His Worship in- 
formed the deferidants that if: they 
gave the police the necessary 
assistance, he would take that into 
conalderation when passing sen- 
tence.
